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Stamp News This Week 


By the time this paper reaches our 
readers most of them will have ob- 
tained their copies of the new Mary- 
land Tercentenary stamps. We were 
able last week to flash the information 
based on an announcement by Third 
Assistant Postmaster General C. B. 
Eilenberger, that the new stamp 
would be printed in red and that the 
original printing would be fifty mil- 
lion stamps from the flat bed presses. 

This of course means that the 
stamps will be issued in panes of 100, 
with the customary two straight edges 
and plate numbers probably at top or 
bottom of the sheets, only, or rather 
we should say at the right or left 
edges as these stamps are to be of the 
horizontal types, same as the NRA 
stamp. 

It would be a simple matter for the 
bureau to eliminate the straight edges 
on the Flat Plate Printings by laying 
out the plates in the same manner as 
for Rotary Press Printings and per- 
forating all around and cutting in the 
white gutters between sheets. 

The printing of the new Maryland 
Stamp was started shortly after noon 
on March 14th. 





While no definite decision has been 
made at this time, it is rumored that 
the selection of the design for the 
Mother’s Day Stamp leans very favor- 
ably toward the famous Whistler 
painting, “My Mother.” 

James Abbott McNeill Whistler 
(1834-1908). An American painter 
and etcher, was born at Lowell, Mass., 
July 10, 1834. Since 1859 Whistler 
resided mostly in London, where most 
of his work was first shown, and it is 
for this reason that many people 
think him an English artist. 

There could probably be no better 
selection of a design for the forth- 
coming Mother’s Day stamp than this 
world famous painting. Famous paint- 





ings have been the subject for postage 
stamps in many foreign countries, 
notably the stamps of Holland, which 
show a Rembrandt painting. 

Let us hope therefore that if this 
beautiful painting is chosen for our 
Mother’s Day stamp that the picture 
will not be marred by having the 
necessary wording or figures shown

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Helps For Junior 
Stamp Clubs 





I wish to thank the few brothers 
who answered my call for help with 
the junior stamp organization as you 
gave me some very good ideas that 
help to hold the interest of the young 
collector. I received a very nice let- 
ter from H. E. Harris Co. (A week- 
ly advertiser in Linn’s) with some 
booklets and sample stamp illustra- 
tions with historical readings that the 
boys and girls liked very much. | 

The answers to my questionnaire 
showed the following tabulations: 

1. The largest club has about 55 en- 
rolled members while the smallest one 
reporting has only 11. The average 
membership of all the clubs was 28. 

2-3. In most cases there was no 
age restriction but the concensus of 
opinion showed that it was best to 
divide the members into two age 
groups; especially if there were many 
members. Fourteen seems to be the 
dividing age in most cases. 

4-5. Most of the clubs reporting 
were sponsored by individuals, some 
by schools and a few by Philatelic 
Clubs. 

6. Most clubs meet once a _ week, 
while others meet every two weeks. 
I would like to add a suggestion at 
this point, for those who wish to start 
a club or increase the activity of one 
already started. First meet once each 
week if possible as it holds interest 
a little more and second, hold your 
meeting in the early evening you will 
get a much better attendance. 

7. Most clubs have no dues. When 
a club charged dues the amount was 
about ten cents a year, enough to buy 
a catalog and subscribe to one stamp 
magazine. 

8. About the only source of income 
came from the organizer’s pocket in 
most cases. However a few clubs hold 
auctions from which a small percent- 
age is claimed and one club fined the 
members if they were unavoidably ab- 
sent or tardy. My next article for 
Linn’s will give a few methods for

obtaining the necessary money to car- 
ry on a club. : 

9. Most Clubs sponsor an exhibit 
and with quite a good deal of suc- 
cess. 

10-11. Prizes are awarded in the 
form of stamps donated by adult col- 
lectors. 

12. Most club leaders encourage the 
members to sell the club and stamp 
collecting to other boys of the com- 
munity. The newspaper is also used 
to encourage boys and girls to take 
up stamp collecting as a hobby and 
to inform the public as to the activ- 
ity of the club. 

13. Every club that I heard from 
were reading from one to three stamp 
publications. Those who wrote say, 
“They are enjoyed very much.” 

14. I received many good ideas that 
I have put in practice during the past 
weeks and I have found them to be 
quite successful so I will pass them 
on. Of course most of us encour- 
age trading at each meeting which is 
always very popular with the younger 
collectors as well as the older ones, 
however I would like to add this warn- 
ing, be sure the trading is supervised 
or else some one will think he has 
been “gyped” and one small boy who 
becomes dissatisfied can cause all 
kinds of trouble. 

Auctions are always a source of 
interest if the group has a little 
money to spend. 

An adult collector who is willing 
to display his collection and give a 
short talk will create much interest. 

The best evening of entertainment 
for a small club is to dump out a 
pile of mixture on two or three tables 
and turn the members loose to sort 
and trade stamps. The only trouble 
is to find a good mixture, most of 
them that I have found contain too 
many common stamps and not enough 
variety. I would like very much to 
have a small source of unpicked on 
paper supply of U. S. mixture that 
I could dump out each month. I 
would be sure of good attendance at 
each meeting and the anticipation of 
the group in their hunt would make 
up for the price. 

Mr. L. D. Peaslee submitted this 
idea, “Each member is supposed to 
prepare and mount one page of 
stamps for each meeting, i. e., a re- 
cent one was the 1922 issue of U. S. 


;| Lhe sheet was made to cover all of 


the regular stamps of the regular 
issue. No attention was made of per- 
forations or dates of issue. The mem- 
bers figured them up beginning with 
the %c up to the $5.00 denomination, 
they counted 20 stamps standing up- 
right and 8 lying on the side. Each 
member drew up a page to suit his 
own taste and then entered his stamps 
and traded for the ones he lacked.” 
I have tried this and added an as- 
signment for the following week. I 
have each member try to find infor- 
mation pertaining to the stamps and 
report same at the next meeting. 
More ideas will follow later and I 
will still appreciate hearing from you

Collectors of postage stamps rank 
in the popular mind on the border 
kne between normal intelligence and 
that debatable ground which retains 
into middle life the interests of ado- 
jescence. Well, to adopt a locution 
more popular a few years ago than 
today—“What is the record?” An 
exhibition of the bits of paper has 
just closed in New York. What IS 
the record? A total attendance of 
sone 190,000 persons, not all boys 
and girls. One individual purchased 
some $8,000 worth of specimens. A 
single stamp sold for $3,000. A 
pranch post office established in the 
exhibition hall sold, for permanent 
retirement into albums, 2,076,000 
Byrd Little America stamps and 
more than 335,000 other stamps of 
various values. At a branch of the 
post office established for moving 
mail rather than offering “invest- 
ments” there were more than 510,000 
cancellations. Many various records 
were broken. There are people so de- 
voted to the hoarding of postage 
stamps that they think them better as 
possessions than some securities —

« Editorials » 


STAMP CLUB It is not our inten- 
FEDERATION tion to continue in- 

definitely on this 
subject. We believe in a National 
Federation of Stamp Clubs. Always 
have believed in it, and should be glad 
to lend our aid and assistance in 
bringing about such a_ federation. 
However, we differ with others in the 
manner in which this should be done, 
and our difference in belief is due 
solely to the reasons that we believe 
should be behind any federation of 
stamp clubs. 

It is our belief that the benefit that 
can be had by individual collectors 
from a Federation of Stamp Clubs is 
of the most importance. We do not 
believe that a federation organized 
with the idea that the Federated 
Clubs can work wonders in improving 
conditions in Philately or that they 
can have any great influence on af- 
fairs at Washington, is of sufficient 
value to cause clubs to federate. Our 
reason for such belief is that we al- 
ready have a National Organization 
which is composed of the cream of 
American Philatelists, an organiza- 
tion, which if an organization could 
exert any great National Influence, 
should be able to fill this bill. How 
any other organization, even a Feder- 
ation of Local Clubs, can hope to do 
things which this National Society 
cannot do is more than we can under- 
stand. 

Like Mr. Fennell, editor of the 
American Philatelist, we have always 








believed that the best method for 
banding collectors together for the 
common good, is through a National 
Society such as the American Phila- 
telic Society. 

The Editor has been a member of 
this Society for about 30 years. On 
many occasions we have urged and 
recommended others joining. We be- 
lieve that for the common good of all 
that more can be done through such 
an organization. 

On the other hand, we do not be- 
lieve that the A. P. S. has operated in 
such a manner that it has given either 
its members or Philatelists as a whole 
the full measure of what could be done 
for them. Perhaps there is some rea- 
son for this. Perhaps the thought 
that the Society should accept a 
heavier burden than it has borne in 
the past, the burden of placing itself 
as the guiding spirit of Philately and 
Philatelists in America, in other 
words, broaden its scope of endeavor 
to include beneficial work for all 
stamp collectors, rather than feel 
that its obligations are only to its 
members. This thought alone might 
open up some new avenues that would 
greatly strengthen the society. 

Our object behind a Federation of 
Stamp Clubs is for the direct benefit 
of the individual collector and the 
separate local clubs. So much good 
could be done for the individual and 
for many small local clubs that it 
seems selfish that the larger clubs do 
not share their good fortune with the 
smaller local clubs in contingent ter- 
ritory. 

In the March 10 issue of STAMPS, 
Mr. Lindquist states that all plans for 
a Federation along plans such as we 
have suggested have failed. This 
statement we must challenge, for 
there are already several state or sec- 
tional federations which naturally 
must operate under some sort of con- 
stitution or agreement and some of 
which have been very successful, 
notably the Wisconsin and Southern 
California groups and now the New 
Jersey Federation has been formed. 


It is the banding together of clubs 
closely situated to one another that 
will give the individual collector the 
greatest benefit and return. Such a 
federation of clubs will likewise bene- 
fit every club in the federation, for 
with clubs within a matter of 40 to 50 
miles from one another, in these days 
of automobile transportation, it is 
nothing unusual for visits to be made 
in large groups, from one club to an- 
other. A further activity in this line 
is desirable. Following this, there 
could be held at least annually and in 
some localities semi-annual state 
meets. Meets of this nature would, in 
Ohio, bring together 300 to 400 col- 
lectors, a larger meeting than is held 
by our National Societies and as we 
have always said, one of the finest 
things about our National Societies is 
attending the annual conventions, but 
too often, but a small number can 
afford to "attend these on account of 
the distance to be traveled and the 





time necessary and the expense.

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Following State Federations, we 
would believe that a National Federa- 
tion of the various State Groups 
would next be in order. The object of 
such a Federation being to work for 
the general good of Philately, through 
interchange of ideas, by supplying 
speakers, and in every other manner 
that would help the individual clubs 
and thus benefit the individual col- 
lector. 

It is obvious that a constitution and 
rules for operation must be had by 
any or ganization, no matter how 
loosely formed. The proposed consti- 
tution and By-Laws as printed in a 
recent issue of this paper were merely 
offered as a basis on which to begin 
work. Nothing offered therein was 
offered with the view of cramming it 
down the throat of any collector or 
any club. 

Mr. Lindquist states further that 
other efforts to form Federations 
have failed because the promoters 
have tried to foist plans which they 
themselves conceived and in which 
the individual clubs had no voice be- 
cause they were not members at the 
time the plans were drawn up. 

The paragraph above the last one 
refutes this accusation insofar as we 
are concerned, and the suggested Con- 
stitution and By-Laws clearly pro- 
vides for any desired changes in same. 

We would believe by Mr. Lindquist’s 
remarks that he has no plan to offer, 
at least that is the thought we gather 
from his statement. Nothing can be 
formed without a plan to work with, 
and as we read farther in the March 
10 issue of STAMPS we find Mr. Lind- 
quist proposing a plan, and we nat- 
urally take it that this is his plan for 
the Federation is not yet formed. 
Thus you see, Harry, you are doing 
just what you accuse others of doing.

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National Federation of Stamp Clubs, 
we feel certain that there will be 
state or sectional Federations solely 
because of the greater benefit that the 
individual collector and the individual 
club will get from such organizations.

Why is it that there is so much 
secrecy about stamps? Why do so 
many people conceal the fact that 
they have large and valuable collec- 
tions? Why are “finds” buried and 
the information not given out for 
many years? And then only whis- 
pered around to a select few, until 
finally some one publishes it for the 
information of the collecting world. 

It is natural for a dealer to act that 
way, I suppose, for he is in some fear 
of breaking the market, but why do 
collectors hide out? There are wealthy 
collectors here in my city (I am told) 
who buy thousands of dollars worth 
of stamps a year and who have 
notable collections, but they do not 
show them nor do they buy a dollar’s 
worth here. Why? 

A good many years ago in Wash- 
ington a man died in an upper room 
across the street from the War De- 
partment. Clearing out the room a 
large roll of papers was found. It 
proved to contain hundreds of full 
sheets of War Department stamps the 
man had rolled up and put away when 
they went out of use. They were sold 
to a local man in a lump. To the best 
of my knowledge and belief, this is 
the first mention ever made of the 
fact in the stamp press, and all I 
know is that there were “hundreds of 
sheets.” 

A year or two ago able collectors 
tried to make a complete list of the 
covers bearing bisected 10c 1847s used

as 5c stamps. They think that list is 
complete. I know of another perfect 
copy on cover, properly canceled and 
tied on. Now why didn’t the owner 
tell of it and have it added to the 
list? I don’t know, but it is his busi- 
ness, not mine. 

Ever hear of almost a full sheet of 
the 7c Stanton of 1870, ungrilled? 
Very few people have. Yet years ago 
I saw it with my own eyes in the 
album of a collector. 

You know the big “X” on the 10c 
1847? I know a man who has an 
album page with a huge “X” filling 
it, made entirely on the 10c 1847. 
Why hasn’t that page ever been put 
on display or written up? 

And I know of another collector 
having 193 of the 90c 1869. Never 
saw them myself, but the man who 
mounted them for him told me the 
number, And I had never even heard 
the collector’s name before, nor have 
I ever seen it mentioned in the stamp 
press. Perfectly all right for him to 
have the stamps—it was his money. 
But why not cackle a bit about them 
or display them at some stamp show? 

With the great increase in stamp 
exhibits we are seeing more and more 
treasures, but believe me, buddy, there 
are more hidden away than there are 
being shown. 


Nix, Mr. Hix 





John Hix, who patterns after Mr. 
Ripley by printing brief remarks 
which he titles, “Strange as it May 
Seem”, says “The Postage Stamp is 
not what you put on a letter to mail 
it, that is the postage label. The 
Postage Stamp correctly, though not 
popularly speaking, is the stamp 
which the Post Office puts over the 
label, it is what we call the postmark.” 

You are wrong, John, Strange as it 
May Seem. 

Before postage stamps were in- 
vented and issued, the postage stamp 
was the mark that the postmaster 
placed on the letter to indicate pre- 
payment of postage. You went to the 
postoffice, to mail your letter, paid 
the fee, when the postmaster would 
stamp the letter, indicating that the 
postage had been paid. This stamp 
therefore was the Postage Stamp. 
When stamps were put in use, the 
practice became such that in mailing a 
letter you bought a stamp, placed it 
on the letter and this stamp indicated 
payment of the postage. That this 
postage stamp might not be again 
used, the postmaster cancelled it with 
a handstamp, thus destroying its value 
for further use and when that prac- 
tice became the law of the land, the 
status of the handstamp which was 
stamped upon the letter changed to 
a cancellation stamp rather than a 
stage stamp, and the stamp that 
indicated payment of postage and is 





therefore the Postage Stamp is the 





little gummed sticker that we all use 
to mail our letters with. 

However times are changing again 
and today we have several classes of 
mail on which payment of postage is 
indicated by printed wording or by 
meter machines and in those instances, 
the stamping of these machines or the 
printing of the printing press takes 
the place of the postage stamp.

New French Stamps 
Draw Fire of Critics 


But Series as a Whole Is Pronounced 
to Be of High Artistic Merit 


New designs of French postage 
stamps. were recently published in 
black and white in the Paris papers. 
With them is revealed the story of 
their making. 

M. Mistier, the 35-year-old Minister 
of Posts, is an amateur artist and 
numbers among his friends many pro- 
fessional artists. He called these ar- 
tists together, showed them piles of 
criticisms that the- public had been 
showering upon the Ministry because 
of the alleged “atrocious” designs and 
“feeble” colors of the stamps in cir- 
culation, and bade them, in the name 
of “la patrie,” to save the fair name 
of France as the centre of art. They 
responded, but their success is still 
problematical. 

The large ten-franc stamp, designed 
by M. Daragnes, shows the city of 
Paris viewed from downstream, with 
the buildings slightly altered in their 
proportions in the interest of design. 
Le Journal des Debats asks indignant- 
ly if the artist really thinks the rose 
window of Notre Dame is visible from 
the Pont des Arts, 

The prominence of the Paris police 
headquarters and of the Tribunal of 
Commerce.on this stamp naturally 
causes a caustic reference to the Sta- 
‘viskey*scandal; and the Gallic cock’s 
indignant toss of the head on the fifty- 
centime stamp, designed by the well- 
krtown engraver M. Galanis, is thought 
to be comprehensible. 

The forty-centime stamp, by.M.. La- 
boureur, shows the Eiffel Tower. ‘That 








for 1 franc 50 centimes (foreign-letter 
rate) is by M. Daragnes. It shows 
a dove carrying an olive branch, a 
pleasing design which, however, is also 
criticized by realist observers of birds 
in flight. 

The 1 france 75 centimes stamp, by 
M. Chapdelain-Midy, makes a fine use 
of the Invalides dome. : 

The two-franc stamp, by M. Labour- 
eur, shows a Breton river, and the 
three-frane stamp, by M. Decaris, the 
cloister of St. Trophine at Arles, and 
the five-frane stamp the well-known 
towers of Carcassonne. 

The whole series is generally pro- 
nounced to be of much greater artistic 
interest than any stamps which have 
been published in France for some 
time past and compare well with the 
stamp issues of other countries.—New 
York Times. 





Soaked Stamps and Lost 
a Wart 


Reference to the use of Chlorax in 
water to soak stamps was made in the 
Broadway Chatter column of this 
paper about a year ago. Now comes 
word from Charles Knowlton of Full- 
erton, California, who tells of the use 
of this preparation, and after having 
finished a large batch of stamps, he 
discovered that a large wart on the 
second joint of the middle finger of 
his left hand had disappeared. 

A further use of Chlorax in water 
by a neighbor resulted in the disap- 
pearance of a wart on the hand of a 
young girl. 

Mr. Knowlton relates that he spoke 
of this happening to his physician, 
who said, “Why not try it on cancer?” 
Mr. Knowlton hopes to report the re- 
sult of this treatment on cancer cases. 

If you have a wart, try a couple 
tablespoonfuls of chlorax in a half 
gallon of water and hold your hand in 
it from time to time for several 
minutes. While this is not a medical 
journal, the case is interesting since 
it started with soaking stamps. We 
will be glad to hear of the result.

Australia—Forgeries 





The forger has turned his attention 
towards the recent Official stamps and 
most, if not all, values are to be found 
with counterfeit “O. S.” overprints. 
We have been shown specimens of the 
2p. & 3p. Kingsford Smith values thus 
forged. The main features of this 
forgery are (1) the type of “O. S.” 
in use for the King’s Heads and Kan- 
garoos has been copied and not that 
employed for the oblong Commemo- 
ratives and the 6p. Air Mail; that is: 
the inner circle of the “O” is shorter 
and wider than in the originals of the 
Commemoratives and the Air Mail. 
Also the following test is particularly 
good for forgeries of the oblong 
stamps: (2) the ink is black to gray- 
ish black, there is practically no shine 
and the impression is relatively soft. 
In the originals a shiny intense black 
was used and the impression was 
sharp.
